the fall 1954, shortly before his death, Mr. Charles 
Capon Hancock, New Hampshire, offered his 
Graphic Arts Collection its entirety the Colby College 
Library. Either directly (through Colby publications) 
indirectly (through other products The Anthoensen 
Press) the Library had had long and intimate connection 
with the work Charles Capon, and was with partic- 
ular satisfaction, therefore, that Jearned his decision 
give his distinguished and extensive collection. Be- 
fore describing the books themselves, few introductory 
words about Mr. Capon may welcomed readers 
this QUARTERLY. 

Ten years ago, when Professor Weber was engaged 
the preparation his little volume entitled Hardy Music 
Colby, turned Mr. Fred Anthoensen Portland, 
Maine, for expert assistance designing the book. Mr. 
Anthoensen, turn, called upon artist help with the 
design. This artist, Charles Capon, drew the picture 
the violin which now graces the title page Hardy Music, 
well the picture the scroll music that adorns the 
final page. wonder Dean Julian Park, the University 
Buffalo, called charming little book,” and won- 
der Mr. John Winterich, the Saturday Review, called 
“delightful, both for read and for look at.” Mr. 
Capon and Mr. Anthoensen combined their tastes and 
skills produce successful little book. 
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Mr. Anthoensen knew exactly where turn when 
wanted artist’s help, for Mr. Capon was the man who, 
fifteen years earlier, had supplied Mr. Anthoensen with 
design for one his own most successful productions.

Others, too, besides Mr. Anthoensen knew Mr. Ca- 
pon’s artistic skill. 1932, two years after the appearance 
the Anthoensen edition Gray’s Elegy, the Cedar Tree 
Press Boston published little book with Introduc- 
plates and gave excellent account Mr. Capon’s 
bookplate designer. 

Three years after Colby had published Hardy Music, 
Professor Weber was again engaged the preparation 
bibliography, this time the published writings the 
Maine author, Jacob Abbott, the creator the once-fa- 
mous Little Rollo. Once again Mr. Anthoensen called 
upon Mr. Capon for help and the charming picture Lit- 
tle Rollo the published Bibliography Jacob Abbott 
(1948) the result. 

During the last five years his life, Mr. Capon was busy 
with book after book. 1950 drew the vignettes for 
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Albert Trowbridge Gould’s The St. George River. The 
Trustees the John Greenleaf Whittier Homestead, Ha- 
verhill, Massachusetts, commissioned him produce the 
delightful illustrations the Whittier birthplace the 
edition Snow-Bound published 1950. The Anthoen- 
sen Press published Selection from the Works Charles 
Capon, with check-list Mr. Capon’s bookplates com- 
piled Francis Allen and Argie Allen. And the 
two volumes Hannah Palfrey Ayer’s New England 
Legacy (1950) the vignettes are Charles Capon.
